else — it served a* a sort of collf je 
education, layln? a solid foundation 
for ihelr future lives. 

Noble Profesfiow 

The sfteakcr pe'n'ed out hew tiroes 
have chanped since the day? when 
journalists tised to gather at the 
various bars to eet new? and cet 
drunk before wrilinr i\,civ •■! nr>-î. 
OTtll the present where it is consid- 
ered as a noble profession. One 
should not condemn journalism be- 
eauE« certain publications do not 
stick to reporting news, but abuse 
their duties.

Plant Is One Of The Largest 
In Canada

Different Processes In Pro- 
uction Of Liqueurs. Whis- 
:plained 



Yesterday afternoon, tho members 
of tlie -McOili Clieniicai ludiitUy C'iu'.i 
paid a vifl: of inspection to the Dis- 
tillers Corporation plant ai Lachlne 
cne of the largest of iu kind In Ca- 
nada, The different chemical process 
v.hich take place in the- production of 
the various liqueurs a:id wli'iikits 
v,ere explained in detail. 

The mass is first pui into cooking 
vatf, laten ooo:ed, and then s.>nt into 
tl.- ff-rmtnting vats where it is kept 
for t: hours. 

There are 11 of them in ail,, each 
having a capacity of 35,000 gallons. 
A!r is sent through the vats to ke^p 
the mass from ckiccliir. In the pro- 
CESs ol fermentation, the mass rotates 
due to its oti-n action, in the same 
direction as the sun.

Ir^ry and those of Ih-; Old Country l.« 
that, in the Old Country after dlsi:i- 
ing the liquor they sell it to tho bot- 
tlers, while here the bottling is done 
i: the same plant. From the fermen- 
tatifin vats, ;ho ni;tss goes \hr-. '\'.^- 
tlHIng column.

he received his L.L.B. degree In 
laiO. Four year.M later he obtaitiod a 
Ph 1) from Golumlii.^. Sinco JOll 
lio has been a memlwr of tho Now 
York Bar. 

His inton^st in socl.al and labour 
problnni.'i .arose whllo hn was a stu- 
dent nt Wesl<'yan University. Ho was 
one of tho founders of tho Intercol- 
legiate Socliillst Society in 1904, and 
from 1910 to 1921 was Its soorotnry. 
lll.s <-.irly ncwsiiaper work wns the 
beginning of his career as an editor 
unil writer. From 1913 !o 1919 
he was tho Mdltw of tho Intercol- 
li'giato tjuciiilist, iind for tlio nc:(t 
four yearn, 'of tho Socialist Ruvlcw. 
Since 1031 hn has been on tho Board

In the 
last fetvr years he has leclurod nt 
many colleges and uiilvcrKit'c» In tho 
United States, and has addrosaed 
men's and women's luncheon club.s In 
many cities.

Meeting Tonight 

Control Of State Over Church 
Will Be Discussed 



"Ru.ssla and Her Foreign Policy" is 
tho subject to he brought before the

In «plto of the many s:or:f-s current 
about Hii.-.-M there is really very little 
known about tho country; and of all 
the .aspects of this enigmatical state, 
tliat about which ptiblic opinion is 
most confused, is the foreign policy of 
Russia. On the one side are heard 
claims of tremendous appropriations 
for propoganda and of an elaborate 
system for its propagation. On the 
otlier there Is noticed actual evidence 
of this system In other states. Labour 
troubles and the banishment of the 
Ru-sdian Trade Conniiisslon from En.g- 
land would imply some sort of activ- 
ity, was the opinion of an executive 
membor of the club. 

.\.part from the propaganda, which 
constitutes u depar-.mont of a'-;iviiy 
for all «tatc.-i. ihci-c aro other fra-.'iros 
of Rutala's outlook on her fnreicn re- 
lations which provide a field of Inter- 
est. Russia has atlomptcd such a de- 
parture from tho established deport- 
ment oC modern .states that her fo- 
roisn relations stand to pn-ca! an ini- 
ivrtant branch of hor political dmcl- 
opment.

Tfsterday afteruoon, tho' members 
if :McG;:1 Chcmicai luductr}' Club 
paid a vis!: of inspection to the Dis- ^ 
tillers Corporation plant at Lrichlnc ' 
cne of the largest of its kind in Ca- 
nada, The different chemical procees 
v.-hlch take place in. the production of 
the various liqueurs and whl.';kifcs 
v.ere explained in detail. 

The mass is first put into cooking 
vats, loiten oooled, and then sjni into 
tl v frrnuiiting vats «"hère it is kept 
for ~Z hours. 

There are li ol them in ail, each 
having a capacity of 35,000 gallons. 
Air is sent throuçh tho vats to kejp 
the mass from cloçciiiç. In the pro- 
ctss of fermentation, the mass rotates 
due to its "own action, in the same 
direction as the sun.

After the groin i» distilled, it flows 
across by gravity, to tho drying 
house, where 11 js ralloj sloii.-', anO 'k 
sold as a eattic- feed, aiior il liorf 
been pressed uiid ih>- wou-r liriven 
out.- It contains- from 2,S to 32 per 
cent protein, and is an excellent miik 
produscr.

He commented on the itard work 
of the country and the eight-hour day 
ot the city. He also showed ths great . 
difference between sanitary condi- 
tions, education, .md amusements In 
the city and in the country.

DoAvntowr.. whon pooplt' t.ilk of I\[cGill, 
Yarsity and Quetin.-. they talk in terms of the 
foooiball or iiockey teams. Too. often, too. our 
means of contact with the.*o other colleges is 
possible only through the medium of the com- 
petition of these teams, either in athletics or 
on the debatinjr platfonr,. The real community 
of interest of the Vniversities. however, is real- 
ly much broader than these ordinary contacts 
would lead us to suppose. 

A visitor from one University to another 
is immediately .«truck Avith the difference in 
what mipht be called the personalities of the 
collepcf — difference.- that ri.^o out of such 
thinp.-- a? the <\7.ç. environment and constitu- 
tion. \"arr;iiy is larger and more disjointed than 
is ;\]cGill. Queen's is smaller and more com- 
pact. Student governments differ. But there is 
the common basis bond of aim and ideals, bonds 
tempered ;;ncl strc-njnhened by the healthy 
rivalry of Intercollegiate competition. 

We are giad to note an increasing friend- 
iiness between ourselves and the other colleges, 
particularly in the triumvirate of our larger in- 
stitiitions. McGill_ ^'^!r^iîy. and Queen"? inter- 
change of .students, interchange of représenta- 
tives, iuid interchange of new? go to strengthen 
the ties of friendship of institutions that have 
evej-ything in common in the way of interest 
and much to gain in the way of exchange of ex- 
perietice.
